the setting was straight out of Hollywood. On a 

Copenhagen-blue rug on the main floor of the Vet- 
erans’ Building in San Francisco was a round blue 
table, 11 feet in diameter, framed behind by a blue 
curtain and the newly pressed flags of the United 
Nations. On the blue table were black ink, two mi- 
crophones, two pens and two royal-blie, morocco- 
bound books. Precisely at noon on Tuesday, June 
26, the eight Chinese delegates to the United Na- 
tions Conference on International Organization filed 
through an opening in the row of flags. Dr. Wel- 
lington Koo, acting chairman of the delegation, sat 
down at the table and with a Chinese brush put his 
name first in the book containing text of the United 
Nations Charter for world security. He said it was 
“a great day for us all.” 

‘Through the afternoon and early evening the del- 


egates for all the 50 nations, one by one, filed up 
to the table and signed the Charter. The elaborate 
setting, the spotlights and the whirring of movie 
cameras all helped make them feel they were writing 
history. So did the rules by which the signing was 
governed. In a briefing room near the auditorium 
each delegation was carefully instructed by a Navy 
officer in the location of the rug and the table and 
where it was to stand so as not to be left out of the 
pictures. The order of signing (see next page) was 
formal, too. The Big Powers, except for the U.S., 
were to come first, followed by the little nations in 
alphabetical order, with the U. S., as host, last of all. 
‘This rule actually was honored more in the breach 
than the observance. The signing took place in the 
order shown on the next two pages. China was the 
first to sign, followed by Russia and the United King- 


dom. But then Argentina got in ahead of France, and 
for some reason Uruguay was sixth. The U.S. was 
38th, after Nicaragua, so that President ‘Truman, 
who was on hand to make the final address to the 
Conference, could witness his country’s signature. 

Thus, out of the chaos of war, the world had again 
forged a league of nations designed to keep the peace. 
In his speech President Truman emphasized, as had 
so many other spokesmen of the 50 nations, that 
the Charter was not a perfect document. It was a 
compromise, evolved through nine weeks of discus- 
sion and argument out of the conflicting politics, 
ideologies and sovereignties of the world. But nev« 
ertheless it was, as Field Marshal Jan Christiaan 
Smuts said, a “good, practical, workmanlike plan 
for security against war.” It was a “substantial ad- 
vance onall previous plans” and a “peace with teeth.”

EDITORIAL 


AT SAN FRANCISCO 


A NEW AND BETTER CHARTER CAME OUT OF THE RELIABLE SOIL OF FREE DISCUSSION 


We, the peoples of the United Nations 

Determined to save succeeding generations 
from the scourge of war... 

To reaffirm faith in fundamental human 
rights... 

To establish conditions under which justice 
and respect for... international law can be 
maintained . . . 

To promote social progress and better stand- 
ards of life... . 

To practice tolerance and live together in 
peace with one another as good neighbors . . . 

To insure, by the acceptance of principles 
and the institution of methods, that armed force 
shall not be used save in the common interest 
. have resolved to combine our efforts to ac 
complish these aims. 

Accordingly, our respective governments, 
through representatives assembled in the City of 
San Francisco . .. do hereby establish an in- 
ternational organization to be known as the 
United Nations. 

Thus runs the preamble of the Charter 
which 50 nations signed last w 
day when President Truman said, * 
‘a great day in history this ean be!” 

‘The men who made the Charter felt the 
same way. History, especially the recent his- 
tory of the ill-fated League of Nations, for- 
bade them to claim too much for their work. 
But Jan Christiaan Smuts, the only man who 
helped frame that League and this one, thinks 
this one is far better. “All that remains for 
us,” he said, ” Just what kind 
of organization is it? 

It is not a world government, since 
members remain fully sovereign. But it is 
not a hollow mockery either, for it embodies 
the genuine intention of all nations to have 
peace. Essentially it is an accepted method 
of procedure to handle threats to the peace. 
Near threats, which can only be met by a 
show of superior force, are the particular re- 
sponsibility of the Security Council, which is 
controlled (through veto) by the Big Five. 
Secondary threats—intolerance, poverty, in- 
justice; repression — are dealt with by other 
bodies of the organization and by the world’s 
conscience speaking through the General As- 
sembly. 


How It Came About 


What the organization is, however, is at 
this moment less significant than how it came 
about. The birth pangs of the United Na- 
tions have been confusing people for over 
three years. First they were just a name—a 
name below which Roosevelt and Hull, us- 
ing Lend-Lease for bait, got the signatures of 
26 “United Nations” in January 1942. Later 
they became a fig leaf—the protective cover- 
ing of “sovereign equality” behind which the 
Big Three, meeting privately at Dumbarton 
Oaks and Yalta, sought to make themselves 
the postwar world’s sole peacekeepers and 
therefore its rulers. This big-power formula 
is still the essence of the United Nations se- 
curity system as far as force is concerned. 
But at San Francisco the United Nations far 
outgrew their semisecret origins. Without 
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abandoning Dumbarton Oaks and Yalta, 
they went ahead and created a new world 
organ of their own. 

They created it in nine weeks of “free and 
sometimes bitter exchange of conflicting opin- 

”* (as Truman put it), in the daily glare 
of massive publicity and without a boss. The 
San Francisco Charter is a credit to the dem- 
ocratic method of free discussion. This 
method not only brought the Charter to 
birth, but has now been institutionalized in 
the Charter for the good of the whole world. 
‘That, perhaps, is San Francisco’s main 
achievement. 

The men who had their way at San Fran- 
cisco were not “perfectionists.” They simply 
did not like the gap between Dumbarton Oaks 
and the best world charter that was pol 
cally practicable in 1945. One of them was 
Senator Vandenberg. He could see no reason 
why the special privileges of the Big Five 
should not be balanced by responsibility to 
law and justice. Tediously he hammered at 
this idea. So did many another, such as Her- 
bert Vere Evatt of Australia, who became 
unofficial spokesman for the small nations 
and probably forced more specific changes 
in the Charter than any other single man. 

One American adviser, John Foster Dulles, 
who changed from pessimist to optimist at 
San Francisco, summarizes the main changes 
as follows: 

“We bound the Organization and all of its 
branches to seek justice, to develop interna- 
tional law, and to promote respect for human 
rights and for fundamental freedom for all... 
we made clear that the Organization was not 
dedicated to perpetrate the status quo or a 
postwar status not yet fully known. ...The 
‘Assembly was empowered to recommend 
measures for the peaceful change of any 
ation, regardless of origin, which might be 
. An Economie and Social Council 
. . . [will] promote higher standards of living, 
full employment and condi of economic 
and social progress. Pro’ made for a 
Commission on Human Rights from which 
we can expect a Bill of Rights. The whole 
problem of colonies and dependent peoples 
is dealt with . . . as a sacred trust. . . . 
‘Through such rewriting of the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan the entire Organization was trans- 
formed.” 

In short, emphasis was shifted from the 
Security Council, which can still prevent war 
by force only if the Big Five agree, to the 
“curative and creative” tasks of waging 
peace and removing the deeper causes of war. 

Those who wanted these changes had to 
work hard. So, in fact, did everybody—the 
800 delegates, the 150 interpreters, the un- 
told technicians and helpers. 

But busy also was another group to which, 
at first, nobody but the State Department 
tention. This was the army of 
so-called “consultants” to the American del- 
egation, the representatives of 42 national 
organizations (farm and labor groups, Ro- 
tary, veterans, ete.) whom the State Depart- 
ment had invited along to represent public 
opinion 


Of course, the State Department's idea 
was to make salesmen for the Charter, and 
it did. But in the process the consultants 
also made their own views heard. Meeting 
repeatedly with our delegates, they stiffened 
the back of American policy on several cru- 
cial occasions — for universal education, 
against colonialism, for human rights, And 
regardless of their specific influence, these di- 
rect representatives of nearly half the Amer- 
ican people, this polite and well-organized 
rabble, were symbolic of the larger meaning 
of San Francisco and of Ed Stettinius’ con- 
tribution to it. 


A Parliamentary Diplomat 


Cordell Hull and Franklin Roosevelt kept 
foreign policy pretty much to themselves. 
Ed Stettinius, in his brief term as Secretary 
of State, resumed diplomatic relations with 
the American people. His methods sometin 
alienated the sensi , but he believed in 
what he was doing. He believes in the wis- 
dom that emerges from full discussion. 

‘That was his method as chairman of our 
delegation, a very tough job for which he 
deserves a sincere “‘Well done!” He was not 
so much the quarterback as the captain of 
our diplomatic team. With his unbounded 
physical energy—a major asset at any con- 
ference—he sought to keep every player in 
every play, including the general public. Per- 
haps he is the first of a new kind of diplomat, 
the international parliamentarians, or diplo- 
mats of democracy. 

It is significant that the last great crisis at. 
San Francisco was over the value of parlia- 
mentary methods. The Russians tried to 
limit the power of the Security Council and 
the Assembly to discuss international dis- 
For all his eagerness to please, Stet- 
stopped smiling on that one. He held 
out absolutely, and the Russians gave in. 

And so the United Nations Organization, 
which may or may not keep the peace, will at 
least be a free forum. Like all free democ- 
racies, it will therefore be able to correct its 
own errors. With Ed Stettinius as the Amer- 
iean representative we may be confident that 
it will stay that way. Yes, it “ean be” a great 
day in history.

EL 1905 a lady’s bathing suit was made of ten yards of material. In 1945 it 
is made from one. Between these two statistics and these two dates lie a 
social revolution and an annually expanding area of bare, brown flesh. The 
revolution has made it quite permissible for even the most proper women 
to appear on public beaches in costumes which used to be seen only in 
the rowdiest cabarets. 

Prime moyer of the revolution was Annette Kellerman, the first famous 
woman swimmer. In 1910 Miss Kellerman became more famous by discard- 
ing the ruffles and heavy corset that went with bathing dresses and appear- 
ing unabashed in a tight, one-piece suit. This set a pattern for the Mack 
Sennett girls and the Atlantic City bathing beauties, who found that scanty 
suits could bring fame and fortune. Then in 1926 Gertrude Ederle wore only 


brassiere and shorts to swim the English Channel. Her brief costume was 
chosen for athletic reasons but it gave a great many nonathletic women an 
idea. The U.S. took up the cult of sun bathing. Nudity was acclaimed as the 
secret of good health. It was easy to rationalize, though not to prove, that 
the more bodily area exposed and tanned each summer, the fewer colds next 
winter. 


Since 1930 U.S. bathing-suit manufacturers have made money by cutting 
something more off their suits each year. Neither sermons nor ordinances 
nor arrests have slowed the steady progress from bloomers to one-piece suit 
to bra and diaper pants, a progress recorded on the following pages in a series 
of suits modeled by Pamela Randell. But in 1945 both maker and wearer are 
at the end of their rope; there is—or seems to be—nothing more to cut off.

“The 
heroes are these kids.” 

G.I. Joe takes as its real subject the men with 
whom Pyle lived and about whom he wrote: the av- 
erage, patient, slugging, mud-spattered doughboys of 
the U. S. infantry. It tells in episodic fashion, with- 


out any formalized plot, what happens to a group of 
soldiers during the North African campaign and the 
long march to Rome over the mountains of South- 
em Italy. Nearly all its principals are professional 
actors. Most of its struggling GIs are real U.S. Army 
veterans loaned to Hollywood to play roles they had 
actually experienced. Much of the picture's distine- 

ion lies in its severe dramatic understatement and 
in a stark, glamourless realism that gives it almost 
the appearance of a documentary film. Ernie Pyle’s 
“Story of G.I. Joe” portrays the grim realities and 
the human interludes of war more graphically than 
any picture Hollywood has produced in a long time.

GUAM HOLDOUTS GIVE UP 


Jap prisoners help U.S. capture other Japs 
hy SHELLEY MYDANS 


On Guam, which has been in U.S. hands since last August, isolated 
groups of Japanese officers and men have been successfully hiding out, 
refusing to give up. In this report a LIFE war correspondent describes 
the progress of the American psychological-warfare campaign to get the 
obstinate enemy to surrender. :

With sound truck 
and leaflets they had been on the trail of the officer since Septem- 
ber, trying to get him to surrender. Not until April did they get any 
hint of results, Then a Jap soldier, who gave himself up, revealed 
that he had first asked the officer's permission to surrender. “Go 
ahead,” the officer answered. “I’m thinking of it myself.” 

On June 2 the officer himself approached the sound truck in the 
hills, wanting to speak to Colonel Stent. He told the colonel that he 
had been reading the leaflets and stolen copies of Time, then made a 
strange request: “Let me live in the jungle until the end of the war. 
I will not molest you and yé 1 not hunt for me.” This, Colonel

Queen Elizabeth arrives in New York to escape German bombs 
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GAILY DRESSED “QUEEN MARY” RETURNS A 


DIVISION-LOAD OF SOLDIERS TO U.S. 


The Queens 


Sister heroines of the sea, the Queen Mary and the Queen Elizabeth, 
bore Allied armies unscathed across perilous oceans for five years 
by HILARY ST. GEORGE SAUNDERS 


ne sunny autumn day seven years ago the 

city of Glasgow, its port and its docks 

were dressed in all che bravery of bunting. 
On the banks of the Clyde the crowd stood massed 
against a background of green hills and che nimble 
Scottish air was full of the sound of their cheering 
and the cries of ships’ sirens. Ir was Sept. 27, 1938, 
and a queen was to launch a Queen. The great hull 
lay in John Brown's Shipyard and, at the appointed 
hour, amid thecrash of musicand the roar of voices, 
the Queen Elizabeth, sister to the Queen Mary, slid 
slowly into the water, Three days later, 850 miles 
away to thesoutheast, two jaunty dictators sought 
to persuade two tired and disillusioned representa- 
tives of democracy that it was to be peace in our 
time. Had Hitler and Mussolini bue known it, 
the great ship which had just entered her natural 
clement and her sister of the same size, already the 
pride of the North Atlantic service, were to bear 
‘a share—and an important share—in the destruc 
tion of all their hopes and ambitions. 

The bright scene at Glasgow faded and was 
presently followed by a grimmer, colder day. On 
Feb, 26, 1940 six tugs escorted the still unfinished 
Queen Elizabeth away from the fitting-out ba- 
sin down the Clyde to the Tail of the Bank. By 
then the vessel was under the direction and sway 
of the Board of Admiralty, and their Lordships 
had requested that she should depart as soon 
as possible and ‘remain away from the British 
Isles.” Great Britain had been at war for half 
a year, and the presence of so large a vessel in a 
place which might at any moment be the target 
for German bombers was an anxiety which in- 
creased with every day that passed. 


Thac the Queen Eligabeth would sail had been 
expected by the Germans, who were as well aware 
as her captain that on only four days in the month 
would the state of the tide permic so great a vessel 
to make her way in safety toward the open Aclan- 
tic. Her owners, in close consultation with their 
Lordships in Whitehall, concocted an claborate 
plan of deception which was entirely successful. 
The first of the four favorable days was Sunday, 
Feb. 25 and, as soon as folk were astir in Glasgow, 
strong rumors went abroad that the ship was to 
sail before sundown. Crowds collected to witness 
her departure and the preparations for it were 
ostentatious cnough for any cnemy agent to see 
and make his report. But the Queen Eligaberh re 
mained in the basin. Deliberately sacrificing one- 
quarter of the period during which it was possible 
to move her, her owners kept her where she was, 
and shedid not sail until the second favorable day. 
Of the 4oo officers and men of the crew, only the 
captain knew her destination. They had been 
signed on under coasting articles and not unnatu- 
rally concluded that all chat was intended was a 
voyage round the coast to Southampton. This il- 
lusion was further strengthened when it was 
Jearned that at great cost the huge Southampton 
drydock was being hastily prepared, ostensibly to 
receive the Queen Eligabeth. 


“Queen Elizabeth’s” maiden voyage 


Tewas not until the shép arrived at the Tail of 
the Bank thar the crew was informed of her real 
destination and asked if ic was prepared to take 
her to the safety of the New World. Mostly for 


family reasons, about 5% were unable to accede to 
this appeal, and these men were put ashore and 
taken for ‘a long ride," not returning to their 
homes until she was well on her way. Finally, and 
greatest anxicty of all, though there had been no 
time for trials, cheengincers had to be prepared, in 
the event of pursuit by U-boats, to drive the great 
engines at full speed. This risk, like the others, 
was accepted, and on the blustery morning of 
March 2 Captain Townley took his uncompleted 
ship (“There were cables trailing all over the 
place") to sea, ostensibly to sail round England 
to Southampton. Normally the Queen Elizabeth 
would not have been ready for service until July 
1940. Now, four months carly, she was setting 
out for New York on a maiden yoyage of 3,000 
miles through stormy U-boat-infested waters— 
blacked-out, forbidden except in the last emer- 
gency to use her wireless, unescorted and untested. 
Maintaining an average speed of 2414 knots, she 
arrived, entirely unexpected, at New York on 
March 7. 

There she found in the same wide, friendly har- 
bor her sister, the Queen Mary. This ship had been 
lying at the Cunard White Star pict since a day 
in September 1939 when she had arrived carry- 
ing a record number of 2,332 passengers cager to 
quit Europe, over which the storm of war was 
about to burst. For a fortnight the two Queens lay 
side by side. Then on March 20 the Queen Mary 
slipped down the Hudson, outward bound on her 
first voyage as a troop transport of the British 
government. She had already received that coat of 
gray paint which was shortly to mask the flashing 
splendor of her sister. On her arrival at Sydney,

Australia the Cockatoo Docks and Engineering Company, working 
under the guidance and direction of Cunard experts, converted her to 
carry troops. The job took but 14 days to complete, and with 5,000 
stout Australian fighting men aboard her, she sailed for home. The 
troops she carried were not, however, destined to fight in the British 
Isles, though by the time she reached them the British Empire 
stood alone. The fall of France had made the Mediterranean the 
principal theater of war. For the British to lose control of that sea 
Sndshus givesubstance tofheltalianbosstthatiewas"iersneiinad’” | 
would have postponed victory for years, and might in certain cit- | 
cumstances have meant the loss of the war. Despite, therefore, the 
imminent threat of German invasion from across the Channel, Church 

ill did not hesitate, and on June 26, 1940 the Queen Mary, with 5,000 
troops on board, put out to sea, bound for the Middle East 


While the Queen Mary was ploughing to and fro between Australia 
and Egypt, carrying many of the men who were soon to put the 
greatly superior legions of Graziani to ignominious rout, the Queen 
sabeth had reached Singapore and was there undergoing that "se 
change, into something rich and strange" which her sister had e 
dured at Sydney earlier in the year. By the spring of 1941 she was 
ready to share these arduous labors, and at the beginning of April 


both vessels left Sydney. The elder carried 6,000, the younger 5,600 
men. Throughout the following year their shapely forms, of which 
the clean outlines could not be obscured by the gray paint of war, 
were more than once to gladden the eyes and uplift the hearts of the 
red-faced dockers of Sydney, the polyglot crowds of Suez, the dusky 
workers of Trincomalee. By the end of that year 80,000 troops, most 
of whom were to fight in Libya and Cyrenaica and eventually to 
reach the Alps via El Alamein, Tunis, Naples and Verona, had been 
transported in the twin leviathans. 


Thar the British had in those two ships an asset of the highest 
value was recognized by the enemy, and the Iron Cross with Oak 
Leaves was dangled before the eyes of U-boat commanders. This 
prize, together with financial rewards of gratifying magnitude,

would be theirs could their torpedoes but find their mark in one or 
other of the great gray hulls. 

The treacherous attack on Pearl Harbor, which transformed the 
U.S. from a passive into an active ally, marked a new stage in the 
fortunes of the Queens. On that day they were both in North Amer- 
ican waters undergoing one of their periodical overhauls, and by 
then their troop-carrying capacity had already increased so that each 
ship could carry some 6,000 men. That number was soon to be dou- 
bled and then almose trebled. 

By June 1942 the air was thick with crisis. The Japanese were strik- 
ing hard and the whole position of the Allies in the Far East and on 
the continent of Australia was in deadly danger. On Feb. 15 Singa- 
pore fell, and three days later the Queen Mary sailed from Boston har- 
bor for Sydney with 8,200 U.S. eroops aboard. Three weeks later, 
with 8,000 more, the Queen Elizabeth put to sea from San Francisco on 
a 7,700-mile voyage to the same destination. The troops were safely 
landed and the two great ships made off again, this time for New 
York, Their officers and men had received welcome news that the 
long period of service in Eastern and Pacific waters was to end. 
Henceforward the Queens were to carry American troops across the 
North Atlantic from the U.S. to Britain. On arrival in home waters, 
however, disappointment awaited the ships’ companies. After a short 
period of leave they returned to find sailing orders, not for America, 
but once more for the Middle East. Ie was not surprising, for the 
summer campaign of 1942 was going badly and Rommel was back 
within striking distance of Alexandria. 

The Queen Mary and the Queen Eligabeth were the two mainstays of 
the convoy which set out to reinforce the Eighth Army. With the 
Luftwaffe and the remains of the Regia Acronautica still unsubdued, 
to pass through the Mediterranean would have been suicide, so 
round they went to the Cape of Good Hope andthence up the long 
length of Africa to Suez. Once more the troops vital to the defense 
were landed; once more the situation was restored; once more the 
great ships had played a major part in the work of restoration. 

The Queen Mary had to undertake one more voyage before she and 
her sister began their ferry service across the North Atlantic. From

the end of December 1942. until April 1943 she made what has come 
to be known as the “long voyage,"’ visiting in those four months 
West, South and East Africa, Egypt, Arabia, the British East Indics 
and Australia, covering just under 40,000 miles and burning 58,000 
tons of oil fuel in the process. When at last her gracious bow cleared 
once more the waters of the Clyde, she and the Queen Elizabeth had 
carried 105,000 troops and had steamed 339,000 miles. 

Now at long last the most important if the most monotonous 
period of their service was to begin. The progress of the war had at 
length made it possible for the two ships to perform the duty for 
which they originally had been designed—that of crossing and re- 
crossing the North Atlantic. First, however, further extensive altera- 
tions were made in their interior economy. For a trip lasting but a 
few days a larger number of passengers could obviously be accommo- 
dated than when the voyage had been across the Pacific. It was ac- 
cordingly determined to pack them as closely as possible with troops. 
In making the alterations that ingenious invention, the “'standee,” 
proved its worth. The ordinary ship's hammock, to which mariners 
of every nation the world over are accustomed, had proved an object 
of doubtful value as a bed to the Australian and New Zealand troops. 
The mysteries of hammock-slinging are not for landsmen and there 
was no reason to suppose that men from Iowa, Wisconsin or Texas 
would be more expert in their manipulation of hammocks than were 
their Dominion comrades in arms. They were therefore abolished, 
and in their place a neat stretcherlike contraption, supported on steel 
uprights and made of canvas slung on poles, was substituted. The 
great advantage of these tiered bunks, or standecs, was the small 
amount of space they occupied. Staterooms so fitted could accommo- 
date cen times the number of passengers they had held in time of 
peace. Moreover, the canvas shelves, being hinged, could be folded 
flat against the side of the ship and could be built up in tiers of any- 
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thing from two to six. They were installed everywhere—in the 
great saloons and dining rooms, in all the staterooms except the few 
reserved for the officers of the ships. Only two dining rooms and two 
lounges were retained to provide a space where cating and some form 
of recreation were possible. The swimming pools were made into 
dining rooms and the squash courts into stores. In fact, the only 
parts of the great ships which were left clear were the alleyways and 
companionways. In this manner it was possible for some 8,000 
troops to repose themselves, but this was not enough. A man does 
not sleep for 24 hours a day. So a two-shift system was instituted and 
the number which could be carried was almost doubled. There were, 
in fact, two men to every bunk. Thus it was that from May to Sep- 
tember 1943 the average number of troops carried by cach ship on 
each voyage was more than 15,000, and even in the winter months 
which followed it never fell below 12,000 on the Queen Mary or 
13,000 on the Queen Eligabeth. In other words, for every voyage last- 
ing less than a week a whole division of infantry could be taken into 
the battle zone. It is small wonder that Hitler increased his promises 
of awards and the Gefman General Staff—to use a British naval 
expression— began to suck their teeth,” 

‘The two main problems confronting the authorities responsible 
for the ships were, first, to sec to it that this great host should never 
go hungry and, second, to provide a sufficient number of safety de- 
vices to ensure that in the event of disaster every man on board 
should at least have a chance of saving his life. The English proverb, 
“A hungry man, an angry man," was constantly borne in mind by 
the cooks of the Queen Elizabeth and the Queen Mary. With upwards 
of 15,000 troops on board it was impossible to produce more than 
two meals a day. The chef on the Queen Mary told me that the num- 
ber of sausages fried by himself and his assistants on any one day 
would, if put end to end, stretch entirely round the ship, and I be- 
lieve that this was an understatement, for the amount cooked on 
occasion was three tons. 
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THE QUEENS continues 


Each ship had a lifeboat certificate for 4,000 persons. A number of 
additional boats were fitted but it was impossible to provide cnough 
for all. The deficiency was made up by installing large rafts and thesc, 
together with the boats, provided emergency accommodation for 
25% more than the maximum number of troops ever carried on any 
one trip. Boat and raft drill were rehearsed at least once daily and 
atall times, night and day, every officer and man on board was re- 
quired to carry a life belt. The Americans devised a simple method 
of impressing upon everyone on board the desirability of never part- 
ing from one’s life belt. Anyone seen without it by the military 
police and sentries on board was required immediately to sur- 
render his shoes. These were impounded on the spot, and their 
owner could only regain them by presenting himself with his life 
bele at the "’shoc store.” “The finest incident I saw on any of my 
trips,” reports a distinguished official who has crossed the Atlan- 
tic many times on both ships, “was the sight of an American 
admiral stopped by a GI sentry and ordered to remove his shoes 
because he had no life belt. I can sce the great man now, padding 
obediently away in his socks over the wet decks and returning meck- 
ly with the belt 

There were other aspects of the problem of giving 15,000 men 
tolerable conditions in which to live during the voyage. Conditions 
on board even vessels as huge as the Queen Mary and the Queen Eligabeth 
could never be more than tolerable.” But cramped quarters can be 
made easier to bear by organization. It was impossible to allow the 
freedom of cither ship to everyone. Consequently they were divided 
into three zones—the red, white and blue—and every man before 
he came on board was given a card of one of these colors. That card 
entitled him to live and move only in that part of the ship corre- 
sponding to its color. It indicated the place and hour of his meal. 
Each soldier provided his own “‘eating irons’ and washed up by 
means of special equipment at the door of each dining hall. 


The eastbound voyage, 


Now, visualize the long queue of khaki-clad men which is filing 
slowly ‘across the narrow gangway into the maw of the waiting 
monster. Thisis not amere figure of speech, for the Queen Mary and the 
Queen Elizabeth and other great liners used for troop-carrying are 
known affectionately in the navies of both America and Britain as 
the" monsters.”’ The time is a night in November 1943. At the dark 
entrance stands a white-helmeted MP. "Keep goin’, soldier!" he 
will say, and those three words will ring in your ears like the refrain 
of a litany throughout the trip, varied on occasion by the sharp com- 
mand, "*Put out that cigaret!"" In your hand is a blue card and, once 
inside, you will find yourself in a long alleyway with a staircase at 
the far end, It smells hot and stuffy, but you bump your way down it 
till you reach the stairway and then climb up or down. Here and 
there you will catch a glimpse of a steward in a white coat or a Brit- 
ish seaman in dark blue trousers and a polo-necked pullover. They 
are members of a crew of Soo Britishers in whose hands you will be 
till the ship is safely in the Clyde. At last you reach your standee 
bed. One of 18, it is situated in an oblong box, in peacetime a'state- 
room on D deck which held at most four. Next door to it is a bath- 
room with more cots in it. You won't trouble much about baths 
during the voyage. Presently a loud impersonal voice coming from 
the public-address system tells you the evening meal is beginning, 
and you shuflle off to the dining room with its decorations in pol- 
ished wood and steel where once first-class passengers ate. Thence, 
after cating, you will if you are wise find the whercabouts of the PX 
canteen, note the hours of opening and realize that if you want Coca- 
Cola, that is where you go for it. 

There is a slight tremor but you don’t notice it, for there is a mov- 
ic and you are standing in the queue for the first show. The great 
ship has been warped out into the Hudson and is already under way. 
Some hours later you notice it, sure enough, for great though she is, 
the Atlantic rollers are greater, and the Queen begins to roll slowly, 
with great dignity, but with a certainty that is inevitable. You won- 
der whether you are going to be sick as you lic in the hot twilight, 
for the lights are switched off now, all except those in the alleyway 
outside, and the porthole, shut and blacked-out with thick paint, 
shows no chink. Presently you are sick or, better still, after an hour 
or so you will fall asleep till you wake in the morning to give your 
standee to someone else who has spent the night as the day. As he 
clambers sleepily into your place, he tells you the first of the thou- 
sand and one rumors which will fly around the ship and keep every- 
one happy till the journey’s end. “" We've already sighted a subma- 
rine, She was heard using her wireless and has whistled up a whole 
pack into which we are steaming.” 


The days pass and the food is good and the Coca-Cola and the razor

blades you buy at the canteen are cheaper than they are ashore, and 
all the time the ship vibrates, for your average speed is 28!4 knots. If 
you are lucky’, you walk a bit on deck and sce nothing but gray seas, 
foam-flecked, and the white curling carpet of the ship's wake rolling 
out astern. Perhaps you may wonder where your escort is, not realiz~ 
ing that the Queens voyage unescorted, for their great speed is their 
best protection. Every day—sometimes twice a day—you are mus- 
tered for boat drill, and that ghoulish Cockney seaman on B deck 
tells you horrible tales of men who have jumped from the rail so 
high above the water and forgotten to hold on to the life belt about 
their throats, so that on hitting the sea the jerk has snapped their 
spinal cord. Then, one day not casily forgotten, there rises up before 
you, silhouetted against a red-flecked dawn or quictly gleaming in a 
rainy sunset, the tall rock of Ailsa Craig, and to your cars comes the 
crying of the gulls that live upon it, to herald your journcy’s 
end. 

Voyages such as this took place without ceasing from May 1943 
till the collapse of Germany. By the end of 1944, the two Queens had 
carried 944,000 troops from the U.S. to Britain, 80% of them Ameri- 
cans, and they had done so without incident. Once in awhile, as is 
now known, the captain of a U-boat at his periscope caught a distane 
glimpse of one or the other, hull down on the horizon, moving at a 
speed which made attack impracticable. 


The westbound voyage 


‘The passengers carried on the return journey from the British Isles 
to America were neither so numerous nor so homogeneous as those 
who made the journey in the other direction. They numbered as few 
as 2,000 o as many as 4,000. Prisoners of war, young British and Al- 
lied airmen, pilots and navigators in embryo on their way to Canada 
and the Empire Air Training Scheme, a sprinkling of civil servants, 
oil, aviation, transport and other experts, a number of journalists, a 
larger number of walking wounded—all American—these are some 
of those who made up an average complement. 

Sometimes greater men than these were carried. When I set out for 
America on board the Queen Mary at the end of April 1943, 1 paced the 
decks for three days while she swung at her moorings in the Clyde. 
By the end of the third day the rumors concerning the exalted per- 
sonage for whom we waited were keeping expectation poised on 
tiptoe. Some said that the qucen of the Netherlands would short- 
ly arrive on board. This was fiercely contradicted by the partisans 
of the king of Norway and of General Eisenhower. The sound of 
hammering as carpenters erected a partition shurting off all that 
part of the ship from the vulgar crowd forward continued from 
morning till dusk. Presently the lean forms of destroyers were to be 
seen gathering on cither quarter, and somcone caught a glimpse 
of an aircraft carrier far away. About 4:30 in the afternoon of 
the third day a couple of launches sped toward the ship, but 
we could not sce whom they carried. A little later the hull began 
to vibrate. The mysterious passengers were on board. The voyage 
had begun. 

They were soon known as the “‘purdah party” and were of a rank 
so exalted that they were invisible except to certain officers of the 
watch, Rumors of the apolaustic splendor in which they were travel- 
ing reached our ears. We did not grudge it them any more then we 
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THE QUEENS continues 


grudged the tremendous escort of cruisers and, during the first day, of 
flying-boats, which accompanied us and whose protection we shared. 
Of course, we all knew within five minutes who was aboard, but few 
had che luck to catch a glimpse of him cil we dropped anchor in 
New York harbor. Through a curtain of mist and rain sent, it seemed, 
by providence to veil his movements up to the last, we presently de- 
scried a launch bustling shoreward and in its stern a stocky figure in 
a blue recfer coat and a flat cap, a large cigar between his lips, his 
right hand raised in che V-sign. We rose and with one voice cheered 
Charchill on his way ro the Quebec Conference. 

After D-day, the Queen Mary and the Queen Eligabeth were used on 
these recurn trips to an ever-increasing degree for the transport of 
sick and wounded. The average hospital ship can carry 500 cases at a 
speed of about 12 knots. The Queen Elizabeth alone—not to speak of 
her sister—carried 3,000 to 4,000 at a speed of 2814. To do so, the 
fictings of both ships were once more changed. The standee beds were 
reduced in, number to enable every wounded man to be properly 
nursed and his meals to be brought to him. The wounded were made 
as comfortable as possible, mattresses and pillows being placed on 
top of the canvas backing of the standec. The transport of many 
thousands of wounded was carried out in complete immunity from 
areack, 

The Queens’ immunity, not only when carrying wounded but 
throughout their long and arduous troop-carrying voyages, is a re- 
markable circumstance in the history of war at sea. Here were these 
great ships, cach of chem transporting at the peak of their service a 
whole division of infanery, moving to and fro across the Atlantic with 
the regularity of clockwork, and the Germans could do nothing to 
prevent them. The only incident which occurred throughout the 
whole period of troop-carrying was the collision of the Queen Mary 
with che British cruiser Curacoa on Oct. 2, 1942. Of trouble caused by 
enemy action there was none. 

Today the Queens are still plowing the Atlantic, now carrying 
soldiers not co buc from the war they have fought and helped 
to win, Some of them will be going home, others, to new perils 
and new triumphs in the Far East against the tottering might of 
Japan, In the last four years the Queens have deserved well alike 
of America and Britain, of doughboy and of Tommy. And all this 
withour a penny piece passing between the governments. That 
this happy saga of American fighting men, carried in British ships 
to battle and victory in Africa and Europe, may be a symbol of a 
continued friendship and unity of purpose in peace as in war be- 
cween cwo great countries is assuredly the fervent hope of men of 
goodwill on both sides of the Atlantic. 


ONLY SERIOUS ACCIDENT involving cither Quen ducing their years of war 
service occurred Oct, 2, 1942 when the Quen Mary rammed and sank the British light 
cruiser Curasou off the coast of Ireland. The Curacea had picked up the Queen about 30 
miles northwest of Donegal and almost immediately began to act strangely, cutting 
‘80 close to her that"the 15,000 U.S. troops which she was transporting at first assumed 
that the cruiser’s helmsman was drunk or the Royal Navy was showing off for Amer- 
ican cyes. Actually the Curacea was engaged in a skirmish with a German U-boat. 
Finally the cruiser crossed the Queen Mary's path. There was a dull thud and the giant 
liner sheared the Curacea cleanly in half amidships. In accordance wih her Admiral- 
ty orders the Quen Mary continued on her way. Later that afternoon she slowed down 
for repairs to her.damaged bow. The Caracas sank immediately with a loss of 338 lives.
